Said To Be 
Only Temporary 


Plains W arm Up Again; 
Rest Of August May 
Be Unusually Hot

thundershowers 
Chich broke the summer’s long- 
;t and most intense heat wave 
over the 
weekend reached 
the 
Deep South today, and in parts of 
the North there was a touch of 
autumn. 
The cooling mass of air which 
lowered temperatures as much 
as 14 to 20 degrees in the cen­ 
tral plains overspread the East 
and even the northern parts of 
Georgia, Alabama and Mississ­ 
ippi- 
w it was a shivery 42 degrees in 
Grand Marais, Mich., early today, 
a drop of 20 degrees from a day 
earlier; and a more comfortable 
54 in Wausau, Wis., 60 in Detroit 
and 66 in Des Moines. 
Ahead of the cool air mass, how­ 
ever, were such 
early 
morning 
temperatures as 78 in New Or­ 
leans, 80 in Birmingham, Ala., and 
85 in Fort Worth. 
It was warming up again, how­ 
l e r , on the plains and the weath­ 
er continued hot in the interior 
sections of the Far West. 
Scattered thundershowers mov­ 
ed ahead of the cool air, dumping 
occasionally heavy falls such as 
2.32 inches in Newark, N. J.

DESPITE the welcome break, 
the heat v/ave which has dehydrat­ 
ed 
'u.tion’s northeast quarter 
«ay be just in the warmup stage. 
The U. S. Weather Bureau has 
predicted a “ warmer than usual” 
August in most of the northern 
two-thirds of the country, with sub­ 
normal rainfall in the northeast 
quarter and the northern and cen­ 
tral plains. 
Temperatures in the high 90s 
and 100-plus have frayed nerves, 
parched crops and put communi­ 
ties on short water rations. 
Midwest farmers are worrying 
^io u t their ripening corn and soy- 
oean crops, but the situation is not 
serious yet.

edging up in the grain markets, 
but estimates on the com and soy­ 
bean harvests have been holding 
up fairly well.

KANSAS CITY (J*)—Discovery of 
the nude body of Mrs. Wilma Al­ 
len, 34-year-old socialite, touched 
# f an intensive two-state search 
today for her killer. 
The woman’s body was found 20 
miles southwest of here yesterday, 
three days after she mysteriously 
disappeared while 
shopping 
in 
Kansas City. She had been shot 
twice in the head and her hands 
were tied behind her back with a 
pink scarf. 
She was 
the 
mother of two 
young sons. Her husband is Wil­ 
f u l R. Allen, wealthy automobile 
dealer. 
Officers in Missouri and Kansas 
believed her death could be at­ 
tributed to a sex motive. Robbery, 
however, was not ruled out. Her 
rings were missing and her purse, 
found several 
miles 
from 
the 
body, was empty. 
Officers said puzzling aspects of 
the case included: 
SWhy the killer placed nearly all 
' her clothing in the trunk of her 
car. The bloodstained 
car 
was 
found last Friday 
near 
Kansas 
City’s Union Station. 
Why the body wasn’t hidden. 
Why her car was parked be­ 
neath a viaduct near downtown 
Kansas City. 
Why the purse was discarded 
on a roadside where it could be 
easily seen, if the killer were try- 
to cover his crime. 
officers believe Mrs. Allen put 
up a furious struggle with her kill­ 
er. From cuts on her hands they 
surmised the killer must have been 
severely scratched.

Hurricane Connie 
Watched Closely 
MIAMI, Fla. iJF) — A weather 
drama now shaping up will deter­ 
mine in the next 24 hours whether 
the U. S. Eastern Seaboard will 
feel the 135-mile winds of hurri­ 
cane Connie. 
The first big hurricane of the 
year plowed steadily along over 
the open sea at about 15 miles an 
hour.

COLUMBUS (fl*> — Death struck 
swiftly at the very outset of Aug­ 
ust’s first weekend and before it 
ended Sunday midnight

sons had lost their lives in traffic 
accidents on

The tragedy kill­ 
ed three airmen and hospitaliz­ 
ed two more, one of which is still 
in critical condition. Two teen-ag­ 
ers in the truck were also injured 
seriously. 
Another Lockbourne serviceman 
was killed early Saturday in an 
auto accident near Lancaster. 
Also Saturday, a Marine from 
St. Marys died when his car plung­ 
ed into the Maumee River in Na­ 
poleon.

U.S.-Chinese 
Geneva Talks

Proposed Repatriation 
Of Civilian Nations

GENEVA MPI—The United States

“The discussions will take some 
time,” a Chinese source said. 
This source indicated the talks 
are tied up on two main points:

mand for a list of Chinese nation­ 
als living in the United States. It 
was understood

has 
not 
spelled out whether this 
covered 
only students or all persons of Chi­ 
nese descent. 
2. A Chinese Communist de. 
mand that India be permitted to 
act as a third party in represent­ 
ing the interests of the Peiping 
regime on the question of civil­ 
ian repatriation. 
The United States was under­ 
stood to be insisting that no Chi­ 
nese were being detained against 
their will and to be demanding 
that the Chinese furnish a list of 
any they contend are being held.

Communists in the United States, 
the State Department policy is un­ 
derstood to be firmly set against 
any government representing Pei­ 
ping.

Top Dow Chemist 
Dies At Age 79 
MIDLAND, Mich. (JV-Dr. 
Wil­ 
liam J. Hale, 79, Dow Chemical 
Co. research consultant and one 
of the nation’s top organic chem­ 
ists, died today. 
Known as the “father of chem­ 
urgy,” a wo^d he coined to de­ 
scribe farm chemistry, Dr. Hale 
developed processes to increase 
production of Indigo, chloracetic 
acid and phenyl ethyl alcohol. 
Dr. Hale was born in Ada, Ohio, 
Jan. 5, 1876. He received bachelor 
and m aster’s degrees in 1897 from 
Miami University, Oxford, 
Ohio, 
then went to Harvard.

TORONTO Cf)—An army of more 
than 4,000 men, including volun­ 
teers from all walks of life, is 
fighting the worst forest fires in 
the history of Ontario. 
Already millions of dollars in 
timber have gone up in smoke. 
Despite the grueling efforts of the 
firefighters, only the 
arrival 
of 
rains can put an end to the de­ 
struction. 
It was on April I that a forester 
sighted a faint 
wisp 
of smoke 
rising from the rich timberlands. 
Now, with the fires in their fifth 
month, upward of 125 separate 
blazes are destroying forests in­ 
cluding hardwoods and northern 
spruce. More than 200,000 acres 
have been laid waste. Daily from 
IO to 15 fires are reported raging 
out of control. 
Within a month after the first j 
smoke warning, the forest service 
had 2,000 of its regular force and 
2,000 others into the firelines. But 
hot weather and no rains proved 
an implacable enemy. The flames

ground. | 
making the earth scorching hot.

fired new blazes. 
Of the 2,000 men who supplement 
the regular fighing force half are 
volunteers.

know about,” he said. 
He told of being slugged in the 
face with his hands tied behind 
him, of tourniquet-like manacles 
of being “forced to stand until you 
started screaming.” 
Throughout the ZVx years in Red 
prisons. Arnold was the chief tar­ 
get of Communist abuse. 
The others said they were sub­ 
jected to solitary confinement and 
starvation diets but not the beat­ 
ings and physical torture the Reds 
used on Arnold.

This may well be a milestone in 
American 
forestry 
history,

first time bloodhounds have been 
employed by a forestry depart­ 
ment. The Oregon successful ex­ 
periment may encourage other de­ 
partm ents to do likewise. 
Oregon foresters were impressed 
last fall when Wilson’s dogs, flown

THE ADEN AS were Centralids, 
and their distinguishing ch aracter­ 
istics were round heads and rather 
long faces. Some of the skulls of 
these people indicate a deform ity, 
probably from being strapped to 
cradle boards,

very young. Most of the adults ap 
pear to have been persons of m e­ 
dium stature — occasionally, how­ 
ever, is found evidence th at some 
were quite tall. 
Burials which have been explor­ 
ed disclose it was a general p rac­ 
tice to have a large central tomb, 
lined with logs or som etim es with 
great quantities of bark as w a s 
found in the Niles’ Mound. Around 
this central bomb, ofttim es 
a r e 
sm aller 
log 
tom bs 
and 
basins 
where crem ation occurred. 
Cremation was quite common 
it is believed 
that 
all 
but the 
“ elite” of the Adenas were 
p u t 
away in this m anner. Those buried 
in the flesh were som etim es laid 
out prone, while others were flex­ 
ed—meaning the body was placed 
in the grave with the knees draw n 
up to the chin. Quite often disar 
Aciliated bundling of the bones is 
revealed, indicating 
these people 
may have dism em bered the 
re 


mains, as has been discovered con­ 
cerning the later Hopewell*. 
Not too m any tools or orna­ 
m ents are found with the 
bur­ 
ials. It is quite ra re to find any­ 
thing in the way of pottery or 
earthenw are. A pparently, when 
these people found a place they 
liked, they stayed there and built 
perm anent 
villages. 
Posthole 
patterns of a num ber of Adena 
houses have been discovered by 
Dr. Ray Baby in several of his 
explorations 
and 
from 
these 
holes in the ground, he has been 
able to practically reconstruct 
the buildings and come to t h e 
conclusion th at the houses were 
round, were about 25 to 30 feet 
in diam eter and that the walls 
were formed with poles, placed 
in pairs and slanted outward. 
Between these w all poles 
were 
woven switches, probably willow. 
The roof, no doubt, was m ade of 
bark, supported by middle posts. 
It is believed that doorways were 
left between any two pairs of the 
poles that m ade up the wall and 
most had 
central 
fireplaces, 
so 
holes were left in the center of the 
roofs to let out the smoke. 
Other house sites have been dis­ 
covered where the buildings were 
much larger — varying from 65 to 
90 feet in diam eter. These were 
probably public m eeting places or 
town houses. 
* * ** 
FOR FOOD — m eat was 
pro­ 
vided by hunting and fishing. They 
also gathered roots, fruits and nuts 
from the land and the woods about 
them. Some authorities claim they 
raised no corn, while others 
say 
that a form of corn — a pod vari­ 
ety, with a husk around each grain 
was one of the staple articles of 
their diet. They raised some form s 
of beans — probably what we now 
call kidney beans, and it has been 
proven that 
they 
had 
crops of 
squash and pum pkins, but 
here, 


too — the seds of these were only 
used. 
Apparently pum pkin pie w asn’t 
on their menu. They raised much 
sunflower seed for food and for 
m aking a dye which they used to 
color their bodies and what doth 
they made. The men probably wore i 
breechclouts and had robes of skin 
or woven fabric, and fabric and J 
skin m occasins probably covered j 
the feet—m aybe only for “ Sunday-!

For some tim e 
now we have had a lingering sus­

archaeological background to the 
dress of some of the folks we see 
on our streets nowadays. This is 
true in both men and women, how­ 
ever the transition with the wom­ 
en has been over a period of con­ 
siderable tim e — so we are getting 
used to it. But with the m en — all 
of a sudden it was upon us. Look 
at some of the shirts moving along 
the sidewalks, today — vieing and 
quite often overpowering the neon 
signs above. 
Many designs can be traced to 
the Havasupais, Navajos and the 
Hopis of the Grand Canyon re­ 
gion — others to the Zunis and 
the Pueblos of the e x t r e m e 
southwest. 
Some even 
remind 
you of the Ipiutaks, the .Aleuts, 
the Punuks and the Post-Punuks 
of the Eskimos. And you don’t 
have 
to look very far, 
these 
days, to see the breechclouts and 
loin-cloths, both feminine 
a n d 
masculine. 
This 
deviates 
som ewhat from 
the costum es of our 
very 
early 
Pickaway County Indians — for we 
have 
no proof that the Adena 
squaws . were so attired—they say 
they wore aprons. It appears that 
the ancient people, who m ust have 
had a large village out in Jackson 


Township, 
liked 
jew elry, 
orna­ 
m ents and other form s of artistic 
expression. 
Of course 
m ost 
of 
these, they m ade them selves, but 
there is plenty of evidence 
that 
they did a lot of trading with some 
of their own people located in oth­ 
er regions and even with “ foreign- J 
ers” . 
Quite a string of shell beads was 
taken from the first tom b opened 
in the N iles’ Mound, which have j 
been definitely identified as Gulf j 
of Mexico shells. Wonder w hat our j 
Pickaw ay County Adena 
had 
to j 
trade for this piece of jew elry? j 
Maybe it was a nice heap of flint 
blanks 
from 
Flint 
Ridge, 
near 
Newark, from which 
the 
tra d e r 
planned to m ake some choice pro­ 
jectile 
points 
or 
scrapers 
and 
drills. 
• • • 
WE SUSPECT the variety, beau­ 
ty and utility of the Flint 
Ridge 
stone was known over the entire In­ 
dian world. Did you know th a t a 
pile of Flint Ridge chips w as dis­ 
covered in the Niles’ Mound? 
The Adenas m ade ornam ents of 
stone, copper from the W isconsin 
area and m ica from the Carolinas. 
From copper, they m ade, alm ost 
exclusively, 
ornam ents 
such 
as 
beads, bracelets shaped like t h e 
letter C, rings for the fingers and 
breast plates. They also m ade pol­ 
ished stone gorgets, which w ere or­ 
nam ents worn over the chest, sus­ 
pended or attached by m eans of 
perforations 
drilled through. 
An 
excellent specim en of these, fash­ 
ioned from slate rock, was found 
in the N iles’ Mound, lying between 
two of the adult skeletons. 
From m ica, ornam ents in geo­ 
m etric designs were cut and it is 
believed large sheets of this m a­ 
terial were used to make m irrors. 
Some 
bone 
combs 
have 
been 
found, which were probably used 
as hair ornam ents, 
while 
beads 


made of bone, copper, shell 
and 
even fresh-w ater pearls have been 
recovered from some of the ex­ 
plored tombs. 
They had some pottery, most 
of which was undecorated. What 
has been found, have been sm all 
jars, with flat or only slightly 
rounded bottoms, 
with narrow 
necks and sm all rim s flaring 
from the openings. 
Some had 
feet and most were smooth sur­ 
faced and grit or lim estone tem ­ 
pered. 
However — some 
have 
been unearthed that bore a sem ­ 
blance of an attem pt to decorate 
—probably by patting the moist 
clay with a cord w rapped 
pad­ 
dle. 
What 
little 
decorated 
pottery 
found in Adena sites resem ble the 
style of the Tchefuncte 
Culture, 
who lived in southern Louisiana, 
between 500 to 900 A. D. 
T h i s 


serve* to prove that Adena* were 
still with us just prior to the time 
the H opew ell took control of thi» 
region. In fact, this late Adena pot­ 
tery was a rather crude beginning 
of the Hopewell pottery industry, 
which served 
a 
bartering trade 
with three distinct lines of m er­ 
chandise—sacred vessels for cere­ 
monial use — “ Sunday-best” jars, 
used to im press guests and just 
plain, everyday cooking pots. 
Yes — people we call ancient, 
and things held to be quite old, are 
being

from 
Pickaw ay 
County soil—reverently, we assure 
you—for “Time 
consecrates 
and 
what is gray with age, 
becom es 
sacred.”

He Nurses Golf Greens 


By HAL BOYLE 
NEW YORK (.Pi-William Mit­ 
chell who is 43, flew IO different 
types of aircraft as a Navy flight 
instructor during World War II 
and is now one of perhaps 15 
men who design America’s golf 
courses. 
He is also one of the nation’s 
top sod salesmen. He sells golfer 
grass—turf for putting greens. 
It is a highly specialized field. 
The firm Mitchell head:; has sold 
some three million square feet— 
75 acres—of golf greens grass 
since 1923 and now has a fourty 
million square feet growing in a 
valley near North Sutton, N. H. 
“ We feel we have the world's 
largest golf 
greens 
nursery,’’ 
said Bill. 
“ If all the turf we have pro­ 
duced were unrolled in a strip it 
would make 
a 
highway 
1,000 
miles long and that’s a helluva 
long putt.” 
The entire four million square 
feet has sprung from 
a 
four- 
square-inch patch of Velvet Bent, 
a south German variety of grass 
planted by Bill’s father, an ag­ 
ricultural teacher, 32 years ago. 
The grass, which grows swift­ 
ly and chokes out weeds, makes 
the kind of thick em erald car­ 
pet golfers ilk#. The sod m a­ 


tures in two to three years, then 
is harvested by being cut into 
strips a foot wide and four feet 
long. 
The strips are rolled up like 
rugs, rushed to distant golfing 
greens by trailer truck. Mitch­ 
ell’s workmen go ahead by plane 
to prepare the site. 
Golfing is a big industry now, 
enjoying its biggest boom since 
the 1920s. Surveys show more 
money is spent on it than any 
other sport except fishing. 
Mitchell, like many 
men 
in 
the business, credits 
President 
Eisenhower for spurring the re­ 
vival of interest in golfing but 
feels the boom is really just get­ 
ting underway. 
“ There are only about 7,500 
courses in the country,” he ob­ 
served. “About four million peo­ 
ple play golf regularly, but there 
are four million more who would 
like to.” 
Bill, 
who 
has 
modernized 
some 30 old courses, 
is 
now 
building his sixth new course. 
“ Golf is one thing that hasn’t 
increased in cost,” he said. "It 
used to take 200 men two years 
to build an 18-hole course. With 
modern machinery we can do it 


now with a dozen men in a 
year.” 
Because of the increased use 
of the steel-shafted club and a 
sprightlier ball, 
golf 
courses 
now stretch 6,500 yards, com­ 
pared to 5,800 yards in the old 
days. 
The price tag for a new golf 
course is from $100,000 to $200,- 
OOO. But designing a golj course 
isn’t for am ateurs. 
“To be a 
good 
golf 
course 
architect,” said Mitchell, 
“ you 
have to be first of all a golfer, 
then an artist, a civil engineer, 
an agronomist, a hydraulic engi­ 
neer, a businessman, 
a 
field 
commander, a draining expert, 
a landscaper and 
a 
meterolo- 
gist ” 
Bill feels 
knowledge of 
the 
weather is important since 
he 
was hit by three hurricanes while 
building one 
course, 
but still 
managed to finish it on schedule. 
He has a nine-hole course on 
his 500 - acre New 
Hampshire 
farm . How about his own game? 
“ At 14 I could shoot 
in 
the 
80 s,” he said. “ at 25 I was in 
the low 70’s, but when I was 29 
the Navy upset my life a bit. 
Right now I can 
respect 
the 
golfer who worries about hitting 
IOO ”

It m ight be a good idea to keep 
a glass of milk beside your bed in 
case ulcer pain wakes you during 
the night. A glass of milk usually 
helps relieve the symptoms. 
Cream and Eggs 
Cream and egg yolks are advis­ 
able, too, since the fats they 
contain tend to decrease the 
secretion 
of 
the 
hydrochloric 
acid. In addition, they give you 
extra calories which most ulcer 
patients need. 
Ulcer patients generally have a 
craving for milk and eggs. They 
readily accept the hourly feed­ 
ings of milk, usually prescribed 
for anyone with an active ulcer. 
Allergic to Milk 
Unfortunately, however, some 
ulcer patients are allergic to milk. 
We usually solve this problem by 


giving these patients gruels and 
graham crackers instead of milk 
at their hourly feedings. 
Recently, it was reported th at 
a soybean product has been used 
effectively in treating ulcer pa­ 
tients who are allergic to milk. 
Buffers Acids 
Its acid-buffering ability 
is 
sim ilar to th at of milk. And it 
remains a finely divided curd 
when it is mixed with gastric 
juices. In fact, this product has 
been used for many years as a 
milk substitute in diets for aller­ 
gic children. 
It does not, however, provide 
vitamins A and D as milk does. 
Consequently, your doctor will 
probably add another source of 
these vital vitamins if he pre­ 
scribes the soybean product for 
you. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
J. K.: About a week ago some 
debris blew into my eye. Will it 
come out by itself? 
Answer: You should seek medi­ 
cal help. A foreign body in the 
eye may carry germs and cause 
severe infection.

Be on Watch for Bagworms 


By OEAN HALLIDAY

M OST home gardeners, lf they 
know about them at all, associate 
^bagw orm s with evergreens and 
" th e dam age these pests do to 
them. 
The bagw orm , however, enjoys 
m any and various item s on N a­ 
tu re’s menu, therefore it will be 
found on m any kinds of trees and 
shrubs 
In 
m any 
areas of 
the 
country. 
It has a special liking for wil­ 
lows and m aples, especially the 
silver 
m aple 
and 
related 
box- 
elder. 
O thers it m ay infest in­ 
c lu d e the poplar, mulberry, elm, 
oak and plane tree. 
Among 
evergreens, 
the 
b ag­ 
worm 
has a 
fondness for red 
cedar, arbor vitae, pine and hem­ 
lock. 
The bagw orm lives in a con­ 
spicuous bag, hence its name. One 
such bag attached to an ever­ 
green branch is shown in the ac­ 
com panying Garden-Graph. 


The o ags are usually one to 
two inches long, and are protect­ 
ed on the outside with bits of 
leaves and vegetable m atter. 
Each bag contains more than 
500 eggs. 
A bag slit open to 
show the egg m ass is shown rn 
the Garden-Graph. These eg g s re­ 
m ain unhatched over winter. This 
m akes it fairly easy to control 
the pest by picking and burning 
the bags when they are discov­ 
ered in early spring or early fall. 
In May rn southern areas and 
in Ju n e in northern states, the 
eggs hatch out into young w orm s 
or caterp illars which feed on th * 
foliage. At this time they can be 
killed by spraying with DDT or 
arsen ate of lead. 
U nless controlled at this feed­ 
ing period, the caterpillars pro­ 
ceed with the m aking of their 
bags, where the fem ales lay their 
e ggs and finally die.

Because road driving is a 
tense and fatiguing business, much 
thought was given to relaxing 
color schemes in the rooms.

NOTHING was spared in getting 
the finest mattresses obtainable, 
and the drivers will sleep on m at­ 
tresses identical to those installed 
in the multi-million dollar Riviera 
hotel in Las Vegas. 
A 250-chair restaurant and 15 
shops specially catering to truck 
drivers’ needs will line the roofed- 
over sidewalk 
that

WASHINGTON UP>-The United 
States treats Red China as a ghost 
that casts a shadow. It does not 
concede Communist China legally 
exists. But it deals with the Red 
Chinese. 
This country refuses to recognize 
the 
Communists 
as 
the 
lawful 
rulers of mainland China although 
they have governed its almost 600 
million people ever since running 
Chiang Kai-shek off the mainland 
to Formosa more than five years 
ago. 
But an American ambassador 
and a Red Chinese ambassador are 
discussing in Geneva now the re­ 
lease of their nationals from each 
other's country. They may discuss 
more than that. 
Meanwhile, Secretary of State 
Dulles, who says the Geneva meet­ 
ing doesn't imply recognition of 
the 
Red 
regime, is having an 
intercontinental debate with Chou 
En-lai, Red Chinese premier and 
foreign minister. 
Each is talking directly to the 
other but not officially so—each 
is making public statements in­ 
tended for the other’s ears—to find 
out what the other is willing or 
likely to yield. 
In the end Dulles and Chou may 
meet too. Since both insist they 
want peace in Asia, each would 
have to convince the other by con­ 
cessions. One thing the Red Chi­ 
nese want is a seat in the United 
Nations. The United States has 
blocked that, with help from other 
countries. 
The 
United 
States 
might 
no 
longer want to block it if Chou 
gave sufficient peaceful guaran­ 
tees, including an agreement not 
to attack America’s ally on For­ 
mosa, Chiang, who claims to be 
the lawful ruler of mainland China. 
Once Red China was in the U.N., 
the 
United 
States could hardly 
continue to withhold recognition. 
Yet, if it recognized Red China, 
it 
w o u l d 
be 
recognizing two 
Chinas: one on the mainland, one 
on Formosa. 
That would in effect mean con­ 
demning Chiang to die of old age 
on his island. It would be Ameri­ 
can 
agreement 
that Chiang no 
longer had any legal claim to the 
mainland. Therefore, he could not 
expect American support for an 
invasion. 
An invasion by Chiang, which 
couldn’t be done without full Amer­ 
ican support, is academic anyway. 
The 
Eisenhower 
administration, 
which once talked of unleashing 
him, long ago changed its mind 
and has him solidly bottled up on 
Formosa. 
But recognition and a U.N. seat 
for Red China won’t come over­ 
night. Last week President Eisen­ 
hower said this country’s position 
on Red China—nonrecognition and 
opposition to U.N. membership— 
hasn’t changed. 
The United States has forces in 
South Korea, and as long as Amer­ 
ican troops are in the South, Red 
China is pretty sure to keep troops 


I in the North. 
Over the weekend a story came 
out of the State Department to 
this effect: that top U.S. policy 
makers are considering withdraw­ 
ing American forces from South 
Korea to Japan. Perhaps this was 
a hint to the Red Chinese to do the 
same 
and 
thereby 
prove 
their 
peaceful intentions and get rid of 
the U.N. tag of aggressor.

JONESBORO, Tenn.—"The lost 
state of Franklin,” which Rep. B. 
Carroll Reece of Tennessee says 
can lay better claim to being the 
birthplace of Davy Crockett than 
Tennessee, that gets the credit in 
the ballad which has skyrocketed 
Davy to the heights of historical 
fame, represents one of the most 
bizarre incidents in the early years 
of the nation. 
If the state of Franklin had 
persisted, this small city IO miles 
west of Johnson City 
probably 
would be a state capital today, 
and the flag might have 49 stars. 
In many respects as fantastic 
as the career of the immortal 
Crockett, the proposed new state, 
embracing what now are the east­ 
ern counties of Tennessee, includ­ 
ing Green county where Davy was 
born in 1786 and legendarily “kilt 
him a b’ar 'afore he was three,” 
was to have been named after 
Benjamin Franklin. 
It actually functioned as a state 
in 1784-88, with the most demo­ 
cratic constitution adopted by any 
state up to that time, duly elected 
state officials, and everything a 
new state ought to have, including 
a petition to Congress for recog­ 
nition that never was acted upon. 
Crockett was bom in 1786 at its 
height.

ITS FOUNDERS, whose names 
still are known today, and may 
have been ’the boyhood heroes of 
Davy Crockett just as he is today 
for 
countless 
members 
of 
the 
younger generation, included John 
(Nolachucky Jacfc) Sevier, the first 
governor, and the Rev. Sam Hous­ 
ton, father of the Sam Houston of 
Texas fame. 
Moving behind the scenes was 
William Blount, who later was to 
lead Tennessee into the Union and 
was the sponsor of fiery young An­ 
drew Jackson. As anyone can tell 
from Crockett’s career, it was a 
time of brave men and bold deeds 
and founding the 14th state in the 
youthful United States was some­ 
thing these giants took in stride! 
What stirred the Franklinites 
was North Carolina's action to 
cede the western lands it claimed, 
in which they lived beyond the 


Smoky m ountains, to the United 
States. It was an issue that was 
as pressing in its day as was the 
off-shore oil controversy of a few 
years ago in this era. 
The pioneers, like the parents of 
Davy C rockett, thought th a t their 
territory would be left without ef­ 
fective protection against the In­ 
dians, and they seethed in indigna­ 
tion 
against 
“land 
speculators'* 
they claimed were behind giving 
the land to the federal government. 
• 
• 
• 
IN A SENSE, their move to set 
up a new state was secessionist, 
in th a t they w anted tq break away 
from North Carolina so it could 
not give them away. Sim ilar mod­ 
em m ovements which have not 
gotten to first base include the 
drive by some New York City 
leaders in 1949 to m ake th a t me­ 
tropolis a separate state; a like 
movement in Dade county, Flor­ 
ida, in 1943, and an attem pt many 
years ago by various Oklahomans 
to divide their state with capitals 
to be situated a t Tulsa and Okla­ 
homa City. . 
One 
state 
which 
successfully 
copied the Franklinites, however, 
was W est Virginia, which broke 
off from Virginia in the Civil war. 
The Franklinites won their point 
but lost their state. N orth Caro­ 
lina rescinded its cession of w est­ 
ern lands, and th a t caused the 
collapse' of the movement. It also 
established th a t state’s claim to 
being Davy’s birthplace. 
‘‘Governor” Sevier was arrested 
as a traito r, but in true western 
fashion was liberated by his friends 
and two years later was re-com­ 
missioned a brigadier general. 
Because they lacked specie, the 
Franklinites made fox skins, beav­ 
er skins and gallons of rye whisky 
legal tender. Not until the younger 
set got so high on Davy C rockett

nearer to having m onetary ex­ 
change value. 
Intense 
geographic 
loyalties 
sparked 
the 
state 
of 
Franklin 
movement, and to th a t extent the 
phantom state persists today. In 
contrast with the rest of Tennes­ 
see, wrhich is predominantly Demo­ 
cratic, eastern Tennessee is a Re­ 
publican stronghold. 
If Franklin 
were a state today, it probably 
would have a pair of GOP sena­ 
tors in Congress.
